Rain Has Poured for 
Three Days, Russians

Red army troops were re- 
ported today holding grimly 
to their positions protecting 
the vital approaches to Mos- 
cow, Leningrad, and Kiev 
while Soviet guerrillas took 
an increasing toll of German 
invaders in savage fighting 
behind the lengthening Nazi 
lines. 

The German high command said 
merely that operations were “con- 
tinuing according to plan,” 
military 


and 
commentators gave the 
impression German troops were 
successfully splitting up the Red 
army into blocks for steady anni- 
hilation. 

The Germans and Russians even 
disagreed on the weather. The 
Nazis told of battles amid swirl- 
ing dust clouds from the Baltic to 
the Black seas, while the Russians 
Said it had been raining for three 
days on the front. 

Hammer 

The Soviet information bureau 
communique said Red airmen 
nevertheless continued to hammer 
German tanks on the ground and 
Nazi planes in the air. 

Twenty-five German planes 
were reported shot down yester- 
day morning and, in addition, a 
German destroyer was sunk 
the Baltic.

Adolf Hitler’s field headquarters 
reported that the Nazi program of 
dividing and destroying Red army 
forces was continuing apace, with 
many Russian forces trapped at 
various points on the complicated 
front as the war roared on into 
its fifth week.

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Moral Victory 

A committee of leading American social 
scientists, which has conducted an exhaustive 
survey of the problems of morale on both sides 
in the present war, has reported that the 
British have won a remarkable victory on the 
morale front, despite a start which could not 
have been poorer. And they attribute this 
victory almost entirely to Winston Churchill 
and his policy of utterly realistic frankness. 

In the early stages of the war the RAF 
dropped millions of propaganda leaflets over 
Germany. This, says the committee, was worse 
than useless. Instead of weakening German 
morale, it strengthened it. For the Germans 
took it to mean that the British had no bombs 
—‘“else why would they drop paper’’—and took 
courage thereby. 

But, when Churchill took command, he im- 
mediately adopted a policy of utter, startling 
frankness. He spoke of “blood and sweat, toil 
and tears,’ in place of Chamberlain’s fatuous 
Statements about ‘“‘peace in our time” and 
“Hitler missed the bus.” And that very blunt- 

‘has not only stiffened 
British morale, it has made ineffectual, utterly. 
defeated, German’s attempted war on British 
nerves. Such futilities as the radioed mouth-

man will feel the sacrifice of war. The cost of 
meat, of bread, of onions and, most important 
of all, of ketchup, has gone up, say the ham- 
burger dispensers. Hence the 10-cent label on 
their wares.

America’s Defenses 

President Roosevelt has, of recent months, 
been educating the people of the United States 
to the fundamental fact that the primary de- 
fenses of this country are not upon our own 
shores. 

Securing of important naval and air bases 
from Britain, through the trade for 50 over- 
age destroyers, was one of the earlier demon- 
strations of this strategic. fact. America occu- 
pied and began to fortify bases in Greenland, 
Trinidad and other un-American points. 

Then the President, in his most recent ‘‘fire- 
side chat” by radio, referred to Icéland, the 
Azores, the Cape Verde Islands, Dakar, as vital 
to American defense. American marines occu- 
pied Iceland, 
there and forestalling a Nazi attempt to seize 


relieving the British garrison 
this as a powerful base in the Battle of the 
Atlantic and as a jumping-off place for future 
assault against the Western Hemisphere. 

There is another and even more powerful 
defense post for America, however, which for 
nearly two years has been keeping the enemy 
from our shores. That is Britain. No matter 
how close the isles of Britain may be to Europe, 
they are, actually, the vital and outermost 
bastion to keep enemy forces away from our 
own land. 

All of which emphasizes the importance of 
naval strength in protecting a country bounded, 
east and west, by thousands of miles of ocean. 

For more than a century, during many years 
when America’s naval power was practically 
non-existent, this nation has enjoyed freedom 
of the seas, protection from European aggres- 
sors, because of the might of the British navy. 
Behind that shield the United States has been 
able to grow anc to prosper in peace. 

Today actually afloat, a Navy 
greater than the war-depleted fleets of Britain. 
We have, on paper and in process of construc- 
tion, ships which will at least double the 
strength of our present sea forces. For the first

SMACKS OF PUBLICITY WASHINGTON, July 20.—The 

latest outburst of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh, disavowing any Axis connections and asking President 
Roosevelt to demand an apology from Secretary Ickes for suggesting 
that he return his German decoration, smacks too much of publicity 
promotion for his misnamed America First Committee to warrant 
serious attention, but it does offer an excuse for again reviewing the 
fundamental weaknesses of the isolationist viewpoint. 

Like much of the emotional appeals made by isolationists, the 
Lindbergh letter to the President was based on half truths. 

Tearfully and almost pathetically he denied that he had any con- 
nection with any foreign government, and with (what one can 
imagine) a note of pleading in his voice asked that the President 
investigate the “charges” against him. There was such added inno- 
cence as the offer to “willingly open my files to your investigation.” 

What “charges’’? 

The particular speech of Secretary Ickes to which Colonel] Lind- 
bergh takes such violent emotional exception was delivered at a 
Bastille Day celebration in New York July 14, under auspices of the 
Association of Free French in America. In it the blunt-spoken 
cabinet officer denounced the flier as “the knight of the German 
eagle,” which was intended as a reference to the Hitler-bestowed 
decoration he wears. 


THESE ARE CHARGES After asserting that he had never 


heard the aviator “utter words of 
pity for the German-conquered European countries,” or “a word for 
democracy itself,” Mr, Ickes charged Lindbergh with being a propa- 
gandist for the “Nazi party line in this country,” going on to char- 
acterize him as “‘a menace to this country and its free institutions,” 
because, as the cabinet officer put it, his (Lindbergh's) “passionate 
words are to encourage Hitler and break down the will of his own 
fellow citizens to resist Hitler and Naziism.” 

These then are the “charges” the peace pious colonel would have 
Mr. Roosevelt investigate. Obviously he is placing the burden of his 
denial on the Ickes characterization of him as a propagandist for the 
“Nazi party line in this country.” If the secretary had confined his 
words to propagandist for the “Nazi party,” eliminating the rest 
which was intended, of course, to fit the school of Nazi sympa- 
thizers in the country, there still would not have been justification 
for his interpretation that he was being labeled as a Nazi agent. 

No further clarification of Mr. Ickes remarks would seem-to be 
necessary, but in view of the aviator’s plaintive outburst he has done 
so in the following simple language: 

“I have never said at any time that he was connected with the 
interest of a foreign government. I did say, and | repeat, that he 
has gone about the country preaching appeasement and disunity, 
which is in the interest of a foreign government—namely, Germany.” 

As for the statement that the

the America First Committee, of which he is a star affiliate, nothing 
better suffices to confirm the suspicion than the comment of Stephen 
Early, White House secretary, when newspapermen asked about the 
propriety of writing the President a letter and then making it public 
before it was received. 

“He wrote it to you and addressed it to the President,” Mr. Early 
told his interviewers. 

There is no mistaking the justification of the Ickes charges, of 
course. Wittingly or unwittingly isolationists of the Lindbergh and 
Senator Wheeler stamp are playing directly into Axis hands by 
minimizing the danger of our own security being threatened by war 
developments abroad. They could not be better Nazi propagandists 
if they were paid by Hitler. It is beside the point that they even 
may be credited with misguided sincerity. 


CREATES DISUNITY

It is possible to concede that ultimate future events may prove 
them to be right in the assertion that the security of the United 
States is not threatened, and that, consequently, laying aside moral 
considerations, it is a useless waste of effort and money for us to 
engage in a far-flung program for the aid of Great Britain and other 
nations who have been the victims of aggression. 

But-the difference in the isolationist viewpoint and the foreign 
policy of the Roosevelt adminitration lies in the risk involved. If 
the interventionists are proved to be wrong in their appraisal of 
war implications and we follow them the country will wake up after- 
ward with a terrible economic headache as the price of error. If we 
follow the appeasers and isolationists and they turn out to be wrong, 
then the country is doomed. 

The difference, as most seasoned government observers see it, 
too great to take a chance. It is like diving over Niagara Falls

THE VOICE OF WHEELER Senator and Mrs. Wheeler long 

ago were bitten by the White 
House bug. They still itch where they got bit. This explains some of 
their petty angers. It also explains why they dislike Mr. Roosevelt 
and why this dislike creeps into the senator’s voice and words. 


Time was when Mr. Wheeler could almost see himself in the 
White House. And Mrs. Wheeler could picture herself pouring tea 
at a White House party. But now, hearing but vaguely and not 
quite understanding it, a still, small voice keeps telling Mr. Wheeler 
that he never will get there; that he and his kind have fallen behind 
the procession. To be bitten by the White House bug and to keep 
scratching the bite, is to suffer. 


I did not get excited about the refusal of the city officials to 
grant Mr. Wheeler the auditorium in which to speak. There was 
never any plan to refuse him the right to speak in Atlanta. He can 
speak tomorrow if he wishes. The auditorium committee is selected 
from the elected officials and as such believed they were represent- 
ing the people of the city who, in majority, did not want Wheeler 
to speak at the auditorium. 1 will defend Mr. Wheeler’s right to 
speak, but 1 will not argue about the auditorium aspect of it. 


Then, too, 1 must admit to a certain mild pleasure. With some 
exceptions, those who were demanding that he be allowed to speak 
were, notorious Fascists who ever are on the attack against every 
liberal movement in the city or state.

OPPOSING VIEWPOINTS This nation always has been, and 
I hope always will be, a battle- 
ground of opposing viewpoints. In every crisis we have found unity. 
Il imagine we will again. 
Most of the problems we now have we have had before. 


This country has a great mixture of race and religion, two of 
the greatest forces in the world. We have about 130 millions of 
people in this country. There are about 7,000,000 Germans or per- 
sons of German descent. There are about 4,300,000 Italians, 3,100,- 
000 Irish, 2,600,000 Russians, a million or more from the Balkans, 
a million or more from the Scandinavian countries and at least 
10,000,000 more from various foreign countries. In addition there 
are 12,000,000 Negroes. 


We do not have a national church. We do have about 40,000,000 
Protestants, about 22,000,000 Roman Catholics, about 1,000,000 Greek 
Catholics, and so on. We have divisions in labor. We have various 
groups—all of them free to express themselves. 

It is not easy for the foreign agents to understand this. It is such 
a perfect. background for disunity. Yet, possessing all these factors 
for disunity, we always have attained unity. 

The jealousies of the original 13 colonies was tremendous. Even 
after the signing of the declaration and the winning of the War of 
Independence, there were those colonies which saw plots to return 
them to England. They had a most difficult time attaining unity. 
Benjamin Franklin was not being facetious when he said, as he 
signed the declaration, “If we do not hang together, we shall all 
hang separately.” 


THE CIVIL WAR Nowhere is the picture of the efforts to break 

down unity in the north during the Civil 
War, better detailed than in Carl Sandburg’s “The War Years,” a 
story of Lincoln’s years in the White House. 

It seemed impossible, more than once, that the north would be 
able to maintain the war. By 1862 the south resorted to the selective 
service, or draft act. The north followed a year later. 

There were riots in the north. New York city saw a civil war 
fought out in its own borders. In the mountain sections of Tennes- 
see, Virginia, Georgia and Alabama there were men who fled and 
hid out to avoid fighting for the south. 


After the war the horrors of the senseless reconstruction might 
have proved a death blow to any chance of national unity. Yet we 
know that we have attained unity. 

It is easy to think that in 1917 all was unity and enthusiasm. It 
was not so. There was a greater pro-German sentiment in this 
country than exists anywhere today. There were “Wheelers” in 
that time. 

The polls taken today on a basis of “Do vou or not favor war” are 
meaningless. Only a fool would desire war. The patriot does not 
desire war. He is willing to go to war if he must, to protect his lib- 
erties and his country. He may believe he must go and meet the foe 
and not wait for him to appear on the shores of his home.

This Hurts 


The pinch of war has not yet come home, 
save in slight degree, to the average man in 
these favored United States. Deprivation and 
sacrifice are still, in large extent, but words 
to the average American citizen.

He has been told that, next year, his taxes 
will multiply. He'll probably have to arrange 
a loan at the bank to pay his income tax. He’s 
been warned there may be a shortage of some 
things, because the materials of which they 
are made are needed, first, for defense. 

These, and other things, have been drilled 
into his consciousness, and he is about prepared 
to meet them. But they are but promises for 
the future. He hasn’t really suffered, in pocket- 
book or manner of living.

WAR AT CRITICAL STAGE, 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

Although it does not necessarily hold that the 
end will follow within the immediate future, the 
next few weeks or even days may determine 
whether Germany or Russia is to triumph in 
their bloody conflict. 

Whether it be true, as Moscow claims, that the 
Nazi blitkrieg has had its sting removed by fierce 
Russian resistance, or, as Berlin tells it, that the 
German drive has been stopped by roads clogged 
with wrecked Red war equipment, we can accept 
as the truth the statement that the Germans have 
been stalled. Even Berlin makes that admission. 


But simultaneous with that confession comes 
a dire warning from London that the Germans 
are now ready to throw every ounce of their 
strength against Russia in an effort to completely 
crush the Red army. Berlin says the same thing 
and makes the claim that the Soviet will soon 
collapse. 

As a London source pointed out recently, this 
is no time to be overoptimistic about Russo 
chances. In other campaigns we have. seen the 
Nazis slow up, only to strike with greater fury 
when the attack was resumed. It does appear, 
however, that the Russian resistance has been 
greater than any the Germans have encountered 
in their other campaigns. But this very fact con- 
cejvably could bring about the defeat of Russia. 
Because of the strength the Soviet has shown, 
Hitler likely will throw against the Bolsheviks 
an offense more powerful than any he has here- 
tofore used.

While discussing operations with a doctor friend: years ago, I 
asked how much he charged to remove an appendix. 

‘Depends on the patient,” he said. 

Having good reason to loathe printers who tempered the price 
to the shorn customer, I said: “Is that what you call ethics?” 

“Certainly,” he answered. “A doctor must live. And since I 
must do a great deal of work for those who can’t pay, I must get 
my living from those who can. I'd think it ethical to charge Rocke- 
feller $10,000.” 

Ethical or not, that is the way all business is done. There is a 
kind of natural law, inexorable and inescapable, that all things 
must be paid for in full. 

Did you ever stop to consider why a successful book sells at 
$3 a copy? It isn’t because the paper and ink and handling cost 
that much, for the same book in a later edition may be offered on 
a drugstore counter at 79 cents. 

Publishers must live, and the book that succeeds must pay for 
the scores that fail. Something must make up the deficit or we'd 
have no publishers and no books. 

So the “seasonable” merchandise that sells when the season is 
young must pay for the merchandise left on hand when the season 
is gone. 

But that is not the whole of the story. Always and everywhere, 
success must pay for failure and right must pay for wrong. 

What is lost on the bankrupt and the deadbeat becomes part of 
the cost of doing business and is added to the bill of those who 
pay. The honest car owner who drives carefully pays too much for 
insurance; he is paying for the car wrecked by a fool and the car 
burned by a rogue. 

The good citizen pays not only his own legitimate tax, but also 
the taxes of all who lie and dodge. And crime’s annual toll of 
$15,000,000,000 is somehow added to the living costs of honest people. 

Those who make money, whether much or little, pay to support 
those who make none. There is no escape, for in a humane civi- 
lization the destitute and the unfit must live, and what is not paid 
by charity is somehow added to the bill of the taxpayer. Newton’s 
universal law of balance applies also to the books.

Sweet Little Fish. 

Only once or twice have I been 
shown a fish. Those I did see 
would have fitted our living room 
goldfish bowl admirably if they 
had survived. They were beauti- 
ful fish, as a miniature by An- 
gelica Kaufman. is just as beautl- 
ful as a 20-foot canvas by a 
painter of battles. But one sardine 
would never satisfy my supper 
appetite. 

In studying mountain trout fish- 
ing at first hand, through a series 
of interviews, I have gathered 
that: 

One requires several casting 
rods, equipped: with $20 reels and 
lines to match. And flies and 
hooks and lures and other things 
whose names escape my memory. 

Also a pair of rubber boots 
which come up to the hips and 
keep your legs dry in the surging 
waters—until vou slip on a slimy 
rock- and fill them full of ice 
water. Though that rarely occurs, 
I was told, in the first five min- 
utes.

Dr. James Edgar Paullin, At- 
lanta physician, urges Atlanta 
doctors and dentists to support the 
campaign of the Atlanta China| 
Relief Committee by contributing | 
to the American Bureau for Med- 


ical Aid to China, which Tallulah 


Falls Girls’ Club indorsed Satur- 
day. 

This agency is one of the eight 
groups joining in the national ap- 
peal through United China Relief, 
Inc., for $5,000,000 to be sent to 
China for civilian relief. Dr. Hal 
Davison, of Atlanta, will assist 
Dr. Paullin in his solicitation 
among Atlanta’s medical men. 

Dr. Paullin has for several years 
been a national board member 
of the American Bureau for Med- 
ical Aid to Chain, which is help- 
ing to remedy the frightful lack 
of anesthetics and to furnish med- 
ical supplies urgently requested 
by the Chinese Red Cross. 

Aid Stations. 

Emergency aid stations in 
Chungking, epidemi¢ control pro- 
grams and training centers for 
physicians are made possible by 
American funds sent to China. 

Since shortly after the enemy 
invasion began the American Bu- 
reau for Medical Aid to China has 
furnished medical supplies, ambu- 
lances and hospital equipment. 

Every American dollar has a 
purchasing power of $10 in China, 
and most of the funds raised here 
are cabled to Chungking and 
translated into Chinese dollars, to 
be spent there. Only those items 
which can be bought only in this 
country, such as ambulances and 
vitamins, are purchased here and 
shipped. 

Money “Bargains.” 

Here are some of the “bar- 
gains’: Five cents will provide 
anesthetics for operations, thou- 
sands of which are done every 
month without benefit of anes- 
thetics. Fifty cents will supply 
linament for 1.000 burn cases, of 
which there are countless num- 
bers following the bombardments. 

Larger gifts can do much for 
China. For example, $5,000 will 
equip a hospital. One thousand 
dollars will buy an ambulance, de- 
livered. One hundred dollars will 
buy 10,000 high-potency vitamin 
capsules for undernourished and 
ricket-ridden children in China 
Twenty-five dollars will purchase 
54 dozens of surgical needles des- 
perately needed in China.

Our luncheon guests were three 
people from New Jersey and a young school 

teacher, whom Congressman Geyer had asked me to see. She 
turned out to be a very charming girl from Los Angeles, who had 
come east to spend a few short hours with her fiance, who is on 
a merchant ship now bound for South America. She is finishing 
her stay in this part of the country with a little sight-seeing in 
New York city. 

[I took these young people over to see the library and then, at 
4:30, guests began to arrive at my mother-in-law’s house, where 
the Hampton Quartette sang for us. They showed, for the first 
time, a movie which they had made under a grant from the Har- 
mon Foundation. This movie depicts activities in Hampton Insti- 
tute in many different fields, and ends with a most inspiring 
picture of all the boys and girls marching with their faces turned 
upwards, reminding us of their march forward into the future. 

The statistics for employment of Hampton graduates are most 
jmpressive. The total employment in all the fields listed was 87 
per cent, which would compare favorably with the graduates of 
any college for white people. The quartette presented me with a 
book of records which they have just made of Negro spirituals. 
I am looking forward to playing them yery soon on the phonograph. 

It was pleasant to arrive home yesterday and to find every- 
thing so well in order and smiling faces to greet us. I talked to 
the President in Washington and he seems to have more of our 
children gathered in that spot for the moment than I can get 
together anywhere else. I am rather sorry that they cannot al] 
come here for the weekend, but I shall at least see some of them 
next week.

Pope ’s Health 
Causes Anxiety 
Amid Vatican 


Pontiff’s Condition Said 

Undermined by Con- 

. 
stant Praying. 

VATICAN CITY, July 20. 
(UP)—Informed Vatican circles 
tonight expressed anxiety over the 
health of Pope Pius XII, who for 
a week has been under the con- 
stant care of his personal physi- 
cian, Dr. Galeazzi Lisi, due _ to 
‘nervous exhaustion.” 

Vatican informants said that the 
pontiff’s physical condition has 
been undermined by his constant 
praying peace and his deep 
concern over the sufferings caused 
by the war. 

His nervous exhaustion, they 
said, threatens to become acute 
unless he follows more closely the 
advice of his doctor. 

The Pope has refused to go to 
Castel Gandolfo, papal summer 
home in the mountains outside 
Rome, for a rest despite the urg- 
ings of his doctor and intimates, it 
was sald. 

However, the pontiff, who is 65 
vears old and has been on the 
papal throne slightly less than 29 
months, has been prevailed upon 
to Work In a cottage in a 
shaded quarter of the Vatican 
gardens away from the busy pon- 
tifical palace. 

He is expected to move into the 
cottage tomorrow or Tuesday, it 
was said. 

Dr. Lisi, also, was said to have 
ordered the pontiff to reduce his 
audiences during the hot summer 
months, but the pontiff refused, 
saying he wished to be in constant 
touch with the faithful during 
“these troublous times.” 

It was understood that the 
Pope’s nervous condition had been 
aggravated by his constant fast- 
ing and refusal to eat prescribed 
nourishing meals.

Famous as the Empire’s No. ] 
secret-keeper, Bracken a for- 
mer editor who is known to have 
been critical in times past of the 
often-berated information minis- 
try. 

The exact details of Duff Coope- 
ers new job were not disclosed, 
but it has been reported he is 
headed for Singapore, which 
would be the hottest spot in the 
Orrent in the event of a Japanese 
thrust southward. 

His duties were described ag 
similar to those recently entrusted 
to Captain Oliver Lyttleton as co- 
ordinator in the Middle East. The 
importance of Lyttleton’s job is re 
dicated by the fact that he Hdlds 
war cabinet rank as a special mine 
ister of state. 

A number of other changes an- 
nounced at the same time included 
presidency of the board of edue- 
cation, paymaster general, and vae 
rious undersecretaryships.
